SELF EXECUTING 


Duty of Legislature to Provide 
for Carrying Out Policy 
of Amendment 


Holding 
that 
the 
prohibition 
amendment to the State constitution 
was 
a 
living 
vital 
thing 
with 
a 
sting in it on and after January

1915 
and that there

in the new law the Supreme 
Court Saturday

firmed the judgment of the lower 
court in the case of Louis Gherna
